In 
wid the remaining nine cases, CIA had operational relationships 
op with some of the individuals mentioned: but not. for the purpose 
of assassination, It.is noted that one case is currently 
- being reviewed by a SSC staff menber for solection of documents 
- - -nto-be-sanitized.. This case (Rolando CUBLLA Sécades) was not 
an reviewed in connection with this. memorandum. . Of the twenty- 
p= three cases. reviewed, nothing has been. found to substantiate 
the charges that CIA directed its agents: to assassinate Castro.
